The ease against Robert L. Moseley

years. 
The 
affidavit 
against Moseley was tiled by Charles 
W . Gibbs an Indianapolis realty man 
and was the result o f a real estate 
deal in which Moseley acted as agent. 
M oseley makes an absolute denial 
o f all the charges which have been 
alleged against him in the case and 
declares that he is innocent o f any 
wrong doing, 
lie asserts that he fo l­ 
lowed the instructions of the parties, 
interested in the transaction and t h a t ; 
he has in his possession a number o f \ 
letters which will clear him o f the 
charges. 


Tic denies that he signed the name 
o f M arion Peek and his wife, Luella 
Peek, hut that when he received in ­ 
structions from Mr. Peek to close the 
deal he forw arded the "deed to him. 
A few days later the deed signed by 
M r. Peek and his w ife W(»s returned 
to him at 
Indiana|M>lis ;ir 
that he 
then affixed tin* acknowleP rment as 
a notary public. 
He further declares 
that he feels assured that the deed 
w as not later returned to him fo r the 
purpose o f securing the signature o f 
M rs. Peek, and that his stenographer 
n ev'v signed M is. Peek’s name to the 
deed. 
M oseley further 
states 
that 
he 
and Mr. Peek have been (dose friends 
fo r a number of years and that they 
have had a number o f business deal­ 
ings together during that time. 
He 
claim s that no complaint was made 
to the deed until the property parsed 
into the hands of Mr. Gibb> and that 
Peek objected to the deal because he 
believed that subsequent transactions 
had not been fair and that certain 
facts in the deal had been m isrepre­ 
sented to him. 
In regard to the $4(>.4(i which was 
paid over to Moseley by M r. ( ’hristian 
who secured the property from Peek, 
Moseley claim s that the money was 
given io him to pay the taxes or to 
apply to 
his 
commission. 
He said 
that it was understood that he w as to 
get $100 fo r making the deal, that he 
was paid $25 at the time the tran s­ 
action was closed and that when he 
w as given the $40.40 he was inform ed 
th at this could either apply on the 
commission o r could be used in p ay­ 
ing the taxes which were in arrears. 
He claim s that he has witqesst 


prove this fa ct. 
In an interview M oseley took oc­ 
casion to say that he had been in b u s i ­ 
ness 
in Seym our fo r a number of 
years and that he had alw ays tried 
to conduct all of his deals in an hon­ 
est m anner. 
He said that he felt sure 
that nothing would come out o f the 
charge which was placed against him 
and that he would still continue his 
real estate business in Seym our.
